During the period September 11 to 20, 1918, two cases of typhoid 
fever were notified at Regla. 

Influenza — Camaguey — Nue vitas. 

Influenza was reported present at Camaguey, Cuba, October 9, 
1918, with about 2,000 cases and the occurrence of from five to ten 
deaths daily. The disease was also reported, October 9, at Nuevitas, 
distant from Camaguey about 40 miles.

On October 16, 1918, an estimated number of 700 cases of influenza 
and pneumonia was reported in Piedras Negras. On the same date 
a daily average of 10 deaths from influenza was reported in the coal 
fields in the vicinity of Sabinas.
